3,000 Buddhists Storm

Bronchial Irritation

SAIGON, Viet Nam (UPI) - 
K rioting mob of 3,000 Budd­ 
hists stormed the U. S. Infor­ 
mation Service library in Hue 
today, set fire to its books and 
stoned a U. S. vice consul when 
he tried to put out the flames. 
The mob, led by a vanguard 
of IOO hoodlums, smashed its 
way into the library’ in the old 
imperial capital city about 400 
miles northeast of Saigon and 
built bonfires out of mounds of 
books.

Consul 
Anthony Lake drove up and 
tried to enter the building to 
quell the fires, he was stoned 
by the mob. 
William Stubbs, director of 
the USIS branch, escaped the 
rioters when he slipped out the 
back door of the library to seek 
help. 
U. S. 
military commanders 
immediately put the entire city 
of Hue off limits to American 


personnel. 
Buddhist - led rioters also 
clashed with police in Saigon 
again today in the second day 


of anti-American riots. 
And in the coastal city of 
Nha Trang, other anti - Ameri­ 
can demonstrations took place.

WASHINGTON (UPI) —Presi­ 
dent Johnson was hospitalized 
early today for treatment of a 
chest cold complicated by a 
throat and bronchial irritation. 


Shortly before 8 a m. EST, 
five hours after he was admit­ 
ted to Bethesda Naval Hospit­ 
al, the President was reported 
to 
have 
spent 
a 
“restless” 
night. But he was sleeping at 
that time and was being treat­ 
ed with antibiotics. 
Aides said Johnson would re­ 
main in the hospital about five 
days. 
The President, 58, was taken 
to the hospital in an ambulance 
on 
orders 
from 
Rear 
Adm. 
George C. Burkley, the White 
House 
physician. 
Luci, 
his 
younger daughter, accompanied 
Johnson, who walked from the 
ambulance into the hospital. 


Dr. W. J. Gould, a New York 
ear, nose and throat specialist 
who has treated Johnson in the 
past, flew here this morning to 
examine the Chief Executive

Humphrey said he was notified 
of Johnson’s illness within min 
utes after he was hospitalized. 
At the President’s insistence 
Humphrey went ahead with 
trip to St. Paul, Minn., to be 
grand marshal in a parade.

state of Minnesota, Humphrey 
was in his usual good spirits

Death, Destruction In Costa Rica 
Day Atop Volcano Like Visit To Moon

SAN JOSE, COSTA RICA — Delayed — You 
may be a few years getting to the moon. But for 
an exciting idea of what you may experience in 
the way of sight-seeing once you disembark from 
the space ship, come down to Costa Rica and spend 
a day atop the lively volcano Irazu. 


Irazu, rearing itself 11,000 feet to the skies, pre­ 
sumably died 50 years ago. 


Then suddenly in March 1963, after a half cen­ 
tury of dormancy, it began spewing death and de­ 


struction all over the place. It’s still erupting, with 
an occasional day of rest, ever since. 
The volcano is only 17 miles from San Jose. Yet 
because of its height and the character of a crude 
highway leading to its lofty rim, more than four 
hours were required for a trip by car to a moun­ 
tainous sea of volcanic ash and devastation.

To stand at the mouth of Irazu, look down into 
crater, (almost a mile in diameter) watch 
smoke and ash rising to the heavens is interesting 
indeed. But the truly eerie experience is to view a 
vast volcanic mountain coated with from a few 
inches to IO feet of solidified ash — a greyish
